She played a
week In Pittsburgh under a physl-
chin's care, and then came to the Hip-
podrome here, where she filled her en-

gageinent in "The Spoils of War." Ac¬
cording to her husband. W. M. Travers,
she suffered intensely, and only fin¬
ished the engagement so as not to dis¬
appoint her audiences.

The defeat of the amendment InNew Jersey has really done good forithe cause in Pennsylvania in exposing: ithe forces that are fighting; suffrage.;Pennsylvania with its Liberty Hell
campaign. has made an unusually jstrong fight, and the women should
win."

Mrs. George A. Piersol, chairman of

"Guide Clifford Higby passed Dr.

Sampson, who was traveling alone, two
miles out from Grand l.ake Thursday
morning. Ifigby was on horseback.
Dr. Sampson was walking, as he intend-
ed to tramp the whole distance from
Grand Lake to Kstes Park. The route
across the Divide and over the tnoun-
tains in that part of the country is!
marked every 100 yards by cairns. The
mountain tops ar« bare and no trail
would be discernible. When the weath-
er is clear, however, the cairns are
easily discernible, and it is by this sys-
tem of route marking thut travelers
are able to find their way.

"Ilighy gave I)r. Sampson directions
as to the route and promised to leave
a red bandanna handkerchief and fur-
ther directions at a cairn to tho east of
Flat Top Mountain. The handkerchief
and directions, togethef with an arrow
pointing toward Fern Lake, where I)r.
Sampson expected to spend Thursday'
night, were left as the guide had
promised, but Dr. Sampson never
reached that point; the directions were
found untouched.

"The supposition is that Dr. Sampson,!becoming lost when (he clouds thick¬

ened about him. sought shelter in some
gorge, intending to wait until ilio^weather cleared and lie could see in
continue his way.
